The Jaffna Central College, Old Boys’ Association of Canada (OBA — Canada) pays tribute 
to an eminent cardiothoracic surgeon and a true son of Jaffna Central College (JCC), Dr. Murugesu Kumara- 


dasan Gnanakanthan. 


A student travelled from Neerveli, a farming village of Jaffna, Dr. Gnanakanthan completed his primary and sec- 
ondary education at Jaffna central college (1980- 1988). He is a bright but, simple and modest personality. He 
passed his G.C.E (O / L) examination with the best results at the school and topped the list with the highest ag- 
gregate of marks in G. C. E (A/L) Bioscience stream in the Jaffna District Schools. He was the Senior Prefect at 
school for the period from 1987to 1988, and a regular contributor to “The Central Explorer “a scientific maga- 
zine published annually by the JCC. He is also a keen cricket lover, and enjoys all the sports activities of Central. 


He started his university education at Faculty of Medicine, University of Colombo in 1989/90 academic 
year. Dr. Gnanakanthan has been in the field of medical profession for nearly two decades and serving the 
people of Sri Lanka in various capacities. Having completed his MBBS degree in 1997 with a superior perfor- 
mance being the 1° in the batch, he started his career at the National Hospital of Sri Lanka. While serving his 
early career in Colombo, he received the Master of Surgery degree at Postgraduate Institute of Medicine, at 
the University of Colombo in 2003 and earned the highest ranking with Gold medal in both (Bachelors and 
Masters) examinations. These achievements enhanced his ability to be the specialist of Cardiothoracic Surgery. 


Dr.Gnanakanthan completed his overseas training by acquiring new sets of skills and expertise at Cardiac Cen- 
tre of Oxford Radcliffe Hospital, University of Oxford and Great Ormond Street Hospital for Sick Children, Lon- 
don. (One of the five transplant centers in the UK). Dr. Gnanakanthan also obtained the MRCS qualification to 
his illustrious career in 2007 from Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburg. 


Dr. Gnanakanthan started practicing as a Consultant Cardiothoracic Surgeon at the National Hospital of Sri 
Lanka upon his return to Sri Lanka in 2008. In 2009, Dr. Gnanakanthan was awarded a fellowship in aortic sur- 
gery at the Austin Hospital, Melbourne, Australia. 


Dr. Gnanakanthan made the long-lasting, significant impact in 
the epoch in 2017 while he was working at the Teaching Hospital 


in Kandy.

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Dr. Gnanakanthan is also interested in the thoracic aortic surgery and has completed a significant number of 





























operations. Dr. Gnanakanthan’s area of expertise includes: adult and pediatric cardiac surgery, general thoracic 
surgery, and peripheral vascular surgery and he is also interested in Mitral valve repair and Aortic root and arch 
surgery. Dr. Gnanakanthan is a member of: Royal College of Surgeons, Edinburg, the UK; College of Surgeons of 
Sri Lanka; Sri Lanka Society for Heart and Lung Transplantation; and Sri Lanka Heart Association. He is also a 
Fellow in Cardiac Surgery, Austin Hospital, and Melbourne, Australia. 





Dr. Gnanakanthan has contributed to several national and international conferences and published a significant 
number of scholarly articles both in national and international journals. He also transfers his knowledge and 
wealth of experience to the new bred doctors specializing in Cardiac surgery through teaching and mentoring.

A heart transplant, or a cardiac transplant, is a surgi- 
cal transplant procedure performed on patients 
with end-stage heart failure or severe coronary artery disease when other medical or surgical treatments have 
failed. 

Approximately 3500 heart transplants are performed every year in the world, more than half of which occur in 






the US. Post-operation survival periods average 15 years. Heart transplantation is not considered to be a cure 
for heart disease, but a life-saving treatment intended to improve the quality of life for recipients. 


Not having a human donor heart available, James D. Hardy of the University of Mississippi Medical Center 
transplanted the heart of a chimpanzee into the chest of a dying Boyd Rush in the early morning of Jan. 24, 
1964. Hardy used a defibrillator to shock the heart to restart beating. This heart did beat in Rush's chest for 60 
to 90 minutes (sources vary), and then Rush died without regaining consciousness. 









Norman Shumway is widely regarded as the father of heart transplantation, although the world's first human- 
to-human heart transplant was performed by South African cardiac surgeon Christiaan Barnard utilizing the 
techniques developed and perfected by Shumway and Richard Lower. Barnard performed the first transplant 
on Louis Washkansky on December 3, 1967, at the Groote Schuur Hospital in Cape Town, South Africa.

As the first President of the Jaffna Central College OBA in Canada | am deeply honoured and humbled to give 
brief detail of its birth in Canada. | am very proud to be part of a group of Jaffna Central college (JCC) old boys 
who were instrumental in the launching of the Association in Canada. | can proudly say that this group who was 
so enthusiastic and determined in forming an association is no other than a team of cricketers who had made 
Canada their home after the 1983 communal troubles in Sri Lanka.

The Central Hostel was my home for 7 years from grade 6 to grade 12, located in the heart of Jaffna city. Like 










me, students from grade 6 to 12 were from all parts of the country and various religions stayed together un- 
der the same roof. The roots of multiculturalism began long before | laid my foot on Canadian soil. Life in a 


hostel made each student self-dependent, reliable, smart, active and disciplined. 


































During my stay at the hostel, we had two wardens who were schoolteachers as well. They made sure if the 
rules of the hostel were followed by each and every individual. On average, we had about 125-150 students at 
a time. It was impossible for wardens to look after everyone, so we had hostel prefects assisting us with their 


on going responsibilities. 





Hostel prefects were selected from senior class students. Like school, we had a board of prefects and a head 
prefect and we called him SP (senior prefect). The SP and the prefects played a major role in our hostel life, 
such as tutoring, taking care of students in need, trying to defuse situations that normally arise among stu- 
dents. Most of the students look up to the SP and prefects for guidance and eventually they become their 
mentors. One of the biggest advantages of my hostel life was no shortage of tutors in every class to brush up 


my knowledge. 





Like our school ground and blocks of classroom buildings, our hostel had huge land comprising a two-storey 
building with upper and lower dormitories. The upper dormitory for grade 6 to 10 and lower dormitory for A/L 
students. The warden’s room, SP’s room and prayer rooms were also in the lower dormitory. Across from the 
main building, there was big study hall and adjacent dining hall. We also had farmland and a tennis court 
which we never utilized because of its poor condition. However, the seniors from previous decades used it a 
lot. 


The day-to-day schedule was composed of rules and regulations that were neither flexible nor breakable. We 





all had to wakeup at 5:00am regardless of the weekend or a public holiday; the SP starts our days by ringing 
the bell. By 6:00am, we should be ready for morning tea, prayer and proceed to study hall for morning study 
time until 7:30am. After morning study was dismissed, we get ready for breakfast and school. We come back 
for lunch break, again of course after school. Once we are back from school, after 4:00pm tea, we have play 
time till 6:00 pm. At 6:00 pm we should be at the evening prayer hall. Study time starts after evening prayer 
and will last till 7:30pm. Our daily dinner time was between 7:30 to 8:30 pm. Again, the next study time starts 
at 8:30pm and it will last another hour. We all go to bed around 10pm. During study time, a scheduled hostel 
monitor will make sure that everyone was in the study hall. This is how we prepared ourselves for the real 


world. At home, things were optional, at hostel your options are limited. 


Besides the routines, we had to do a lot of work by ourselves like taking care of our belonging, washing our 
clothes, arranging our beds etc. Like home, we also had dhobi (laundryman) and barber services frequently. 
These helped us to be self-reliant. We learned what is right and what is wrong through the process. Here, we 
did not depend on our parents. We depend on ourselves. Senior students guided all the children. Hostel life 


made the students life regular and systematic. 


Let’s not forget that various types of students were found in a hostel. Some were very studious; they always 
remain busy in their studies. Some were mischievous; they give little time to studies. They spent their time 


moving around, playing and bullying others or making fun of others. We had ragging to some degree; some 
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senior students make fun of juniors or new comers but never heard anyone was hurt or rejected their hostel 


life. We all felt homesick at some point; of course, just in first few weeks of hostel live. 


At the beginning, we counted down the remaining days to get back home, no phone calls or face time to con- 
tact with home. But, eventually, we counted down the days of school holidays to go back to the hostel. Our 


homesickness died as the days passed. 


Another big lesson we learned in hostel was never make complaints about food. At home, we used to com- 
plain to our parents for not making a particular dish, but during our hostel years we do not have choices. Now 
our wives or parents must be realizing that | am eating whatever they make without uttering a single com- 
plaint. | wouldn’t argue we had great food, but compared to my friend’s experience from other hostels, we 
had the best typical Jaffna non-veg cuisine which was made with fresh ingredients directly from the Thirunel- 
veli and Pannai markets. Meals were extra special during cricket games, especially when we were hosting 


cricket teams from far south Sinhala schools in our hostel. 


Weekends, like everyone else are the most sought days of the week. Since we were in the Central hostel, Jaff- 
na’s best sporting venue was in our front yard and if no official games were being played, that venue became 
| our yard to play. Every weekend morning, we had either a cricket or soccer tournament played among hostel 


boys; we divided the teams based on classes or geographical regions where the students are from. 


We took advantage of Central’s proximity in every way. Once a month, we were permitted to go to movies, 
and luckily almost all the cinema theaters were in walking distance from us. | can still recall all the movies we 
watched. We were lucky enough to watch lots of football tournaments that took place in Duraiappah Stadium, 
our district’s famous bull cart race in open ground (Muththaveli ground) and Inter school athletic tournaments 
from our school ground. We are always thankful to Central for giving us Jaffna’s Famous Children’s park which 
in our front yard and if you walk few more yards, Jaffna Public Library. These were part of our weekend rou- 
tine. We also watched many shows from Jaffna Open Air Theater and Veerasingham Hall. Jaffna’s iconic and 
only clock tower was seen from our hostel beds. Our school staffs and hostel wardens were very generous to 


give us permissions to go to many events and attractions. 


Once a year, we had hostel days. For this, we had competitions, debates and tournaments prior to the event. 
Hostel day was compared to our annual A/L dinner but we didn’t invite guests from other schools. We deco- 
rated the study hall and hallways, since it’s our home; it requires lots of preparations like hosting an event at 
home. For the hostel day, we invited a chief guest, principal and schoolteachers. In the event, there were stu- 


dent presentations, prizes followed by a formal dinner. 


Students faced life practically on their own in our hostel. Life in a hostel instilled confidence in us. We devel- 
oped our personality. We learned to face problems in life, how to be self-disciplined and punctual. We devel- 


oped a feeling of respect for other religions and culture. We learned to help and cooperate one another. We 


learned social etiquette and lead a better and disciplined life. Hostel life has helped us to develop many good 


virtues that paved our way for being good citizens we are today.

One of his major assets is his command in English and that made him an excellent communicator, in both 
spoken and written forms. He has used this ability to bring submerged issues to the surface, especially during 
the extenuating times in the Jaffna peninsula. This tendency prevailed until the very last day of his life. Over 
the last few months he was working tirelessly on a mission to document the historical and significant events 
and achievements of Central as a school and Centralites. For this purpose, he contacted many Centralites 
around the world. He took this initiative spontaneously but in retrospection we might tend to think that this 
is an effort with a foresight as he himself possessed a rich repository of information in his mind. The work he 
has done, accompanied with him until the very last moments of his life and we firmly hope that the work he 


has done will live for many years, reminding us of this great gentleman. 


Despite all this external flair and flamboyance, he remained a loving husband and a caring father, ensuring 
their needs and aspiration are achieved. He always joked that he has a lover beside them: that is Jaffna Cen- 


tral College. Those who knew Mr. Mahendranathan, would not dispute that statement. 


For many of us, it is difficult to absorb that Mr. Mahendranathan is no more, but that is the painful reality. 
Time dictates its own terms. We have lost a great friend, a reliable mentor and a true son of Jaffna Central. 


However, thoughts of him and his services will linger for many years to come. 


We are grateful for his contributions to JCC. He remains a shining beacon in the minds and hearts of all the 
Centralites and his legacy will be remembered by his friends, Centralites and JCC staff. With a heavy heart, we 
bid farewell to Mr. Mahendranathan and extend our deepest sympathies to his family.
